WARNINGS IN BRITAIN 
DurinK the Brltbh parllnmenfa debnte on 
the bill to nationalise the steel Industry, Sir 
Stnrfortl Crlppa uttered a rather amazlns 
wnmlnft. 11 the bill did not pass, said the 
chancellor or the exchequer, "the iiRly alter- 
native would then be that any sueh chanrie 
which Is to occur must be brouRlU about by 
other and more violent means." 

Tills iet the house or commons In an up- 
roar, and Sir Starrord never ROt to rinl.sh. 
But it might be Inrcrrcd that he was otrerlnR 
the house n choice, not between socialism and 
private ownership, but socialism and commu- 
nist revolution— or at least some kind or 
revolution. 

All thLi or Interest to Americans, we 
believe, since It Ijj their money that la paying 
much or the rrelght In Britain's drive toward 
recovcn". And ir Sir atnrrord l.i sincere In his 
Implied warning, then It seems that thia 
country should know more about It. 

Our view of tho English scene Is distant 
and our knowledge or the complexities ol 
English social and political lire is sketchy. 
But wo would be inclined to discount Sir 
Starrord'a dire prophecy. It communism Is so 
strong that socialism Is the lost bulwark 
against the violent seizure .of private proper- 
ty, this alarming state or affairs has certainly 
been kept quiet. 

We would rather think that the Cripps 
Btatement was a political exaRgcratlon to 
jurther a political end. ThLs would fit Into the 
whole history of the Labor party's notlonal- 
Iratlon program. For the program l.i a result j^umIs. 
of a major pledge In the party's Bucccsarul 
1045 campaign. 

The situation l-i not the same in the British 
steel Industry as It was In the British mines 
or transportation system. But in theory they 
are all of » piece. Tho theory holds that basic 
Indtwtrles must be Btatc-owned. And the 
theory Is being put into practice regardless. 

Kationailsm has evidently worked some Im^ 
provcments In British mining, particularly in 
a more efllclcnt working of veins through 
eilmlnatlon of private boundarlM, and In tho 
ending of some restrictive practices by opera- 
. tors. But production remains Inadequate and 
expensive. 

Improvements In mining do not mean that 
there will be Improvements in steel produc- 
tion. Perhaps there will be. It does seem, 
though, that higher production ond not 
warnings of revolution .should be the British 
govemmcnt's first consideration In pushing 
this major changeover. 

There is nothing In the magic word "na' 
tlonallzatton" Itself that guarantees more 
efficiency and more steel. A socialized Indus- 
try win have to pay ofr in performance to 
Justify the disruption It Is almost sure to 
cause. 

The stlll-thrcadbare British people deserve 
more than promises.. So do the generous 
American people. America's position In all 
this is delicate. Our government cannot dic- 
tate how— within reason— Britain is to spend 
American money without encroaching on 
British sovereignty. 

But It docs seem that we who are helping to 
loot tho bill should either bo given proof that 
a Boclailzed steel industry actually is neces- 
■ar7 to prevent violence, or else a reasonable 
assurance that our money is going to advance 
recovery as well as achieve a triumph or so- 
cialistic theory. 

OUTLAW 'EM FOR GOODI 
Reliable reports out of Boise have -It that 
Gov. C. A. Robins Is planning to ask the next 
legislature to outlaw slot machines In Idaho 
altogether. 

When the 1017 IcgLiluture legalized slot 
machines within the boundaries of Incorpor- 
ated cities and villages and pa-ised the buck 
on the liquor Issue by enacting a local option 
provision for liquor by the drink, the Times- 
News predicted that these legislative actions 
would cause the atnte more harm than good. 

Afl we look back, we're more convinced than 
ever before tliat the last session or our state 
legislature ^v,^.■^ wor.se than a washout. No one 
can honestly deny that its attempts to 
"broaden IcRLslallon" along the lines of 
throwing Idaho "wide open" have been detri- 
mental to the state'.! own pood. 

Twin Falls scn-ci n-i a pood example of 
what has come from all this Icgl-slatlve "lib- 
eralization." We h^ivc experienced a reRUlar 
loiock down and drajr out in slot machine 
competition, spiced with an extortion trial, a 
request for a grand ]ur^- Investigation, and 
what have you. 

Figuratively speaking, more people In Idaho 
are at each other's throats as a result of this 
general raess than has been the case In a good 
many years. 

If these reports of your plan.-; arc true, gov- 
ernor, you're on the right track and more 
power to you. All the slot machine Uix reve- 
nue In the world Isn't worth -the greed, cor- 
ruption and heartaches that have resulted 
from the operation of these mechanical ban- 
dits.

Dec. 1 —A 
tour- EURlned airplane was "brak- 
ed" In mld-alr, demonstrating that 
an airliner can descend anfcly nl

InB tlio propeller. Heretofore, re- 
versed propellers hftve been used 
as a brake only when the p!i 
was taxiing, or landing. 

Military, alrllnea and sovenimcnt 
otfJclals, tlylng In a companion 
plane, watched the dcmonatraUon.

CurUss-Wrleht corporation, which 
developed the propellers, said that
